' 18 Home* Constructed 


Home remodeling was estimated 


at $25,000. Sixteen new homes es- 
timated to cost $90,000 were con- 
structed during the year. New 
home construction surpassed rec- 
ords of previous years and a build- 
ing boom is scheduled for the 
spring of 1937. 


A survey of banks and local lum- 


ber dealers revealed between 15 
and 20 homes will be constructed 
here this spring. 


Mr. Parrett estimated the hous- 


ing improvements made in Cir- 
cleville in 1936 provided accomo- 
dations for about 
30 
families. 


Every property remodeled into a 
double has been rented and Cir- 
cleville is still unable to supply 
sufficient housing facilities, he ex- 
plained. 


"Many newcomers to Circleville 


have purchased properties in order 
to obtain places to live," Mr. Par- 
rett explained. Business men con- 
tend the population figure, 7,500, 
should be discarded. The Cir- 
cleville population should be con- 
sidered 8,000." 


Two large city and county real

them. It takes the doctor some 
time to discover them all: he uses 
the resources of centuries of scien- 
tific discovery to do so. Then he 
outlines the most successful meth- 
ods of righting the matter: only it 
must be continued for a long time. 
All this costs money. The patient 
pays his hard-earned money, tries 
the diet or regimen for a while, 
feels better, feels well enough not 
to be worried any more, and drops 
it. 
I suppose it's human nature. 


Uur 
fellow 
creatures 
can 
be 


screwed up to follow a plan of 
treatment for a while. They will 
submit to nearly anything so it's 
over soon and promises immediate 
relief—a surgical operation, X-ray 
treatment, some dental work, two 
weeks of hot baths at the springs, 
a course of injections in the veins 
— but for the long pull, they stay 


on the diet, or whatever it is, until 
they fee) some improvement, and 
then they want to forget the doc- 
*or and the treatment. 


How Diet Works 


Just as astonishing is our aston- 


ishment at how a diet works if it 
is persisted in long enough. As doc- 
tors, we are often just as skeptical 
as the layman about the value of 
continuing on a diet. That is be- 
cause we have so seldom had an 
opportunity of seeing it given a 
chance. We so seldom see anyone 
who foilows It out over the length 
of time required. 


Sometimes you find wisdom and 


strength of character in the most 
unexpected places. The author of 
'The Art of Treatment" tells the 
story of a Negro with diabetes who 
had become sugar-free on a diet, 
and his doctor wanted to increase 
his starch allowance. The patient 
said, "No, sir. boss, I'd rather eat 
what I'm eatm' now. I felt so 
feeble and po'Iy when I eaten bis- 
cuits and hominy, I'd rather eat 
what I'm eatin' now." 


I wish I could get all the dia- 


betic patients I know to under- 
stand that point of view. A sweet 
dessert may tempt them, and they 
do not seem to realize that it does 
them no good at all: it goes right 
through and is never used in nu- 
trition. They would starve to death 
on it because the 
body cannot 


use it. 


When patients "give down" to 


the treatment and really begin to 
use it. they invariably feel better. 
Like Charles Keene's bus drivers. 
"How's Jim?".says one to the oth- 
er. "Oh! Better now," is the re- 
ply. 
"He's takin' his lotions regu- 


lar now." 


Some can never get up enough 


resolution to take a cure at home, 
no matter how simply it can be ar- 
ranged, and hence have to go to 
sanitana or springs or special 
health resorts. 
At such places, 


where everyone is taking the cure, 
it is hard not to fall in line. This 
is their great advantage.

cion based on its "more than sev- 
eral" communications from

kidmiper, that they had been deal- 
ing with a mad man. 


The nude body seemed to con- 


firm this suspicion and recalled 
that a few days after Charles was 
stolen, Tacoma police were report- 
ed hunting for a former patient of 
Dr. Mattson, a man mentally de- 
ranged. 


In remarkable detail, the Matt- 


son case paralleled the 
first of 


America's long series of kidnap- 
ings—the abduction and murder of 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr. In both 
cases, the kidnaper negotiated with 
the parents after his victim was 
dead, both were evasive in their 
negotiations and both resorted to 
newspaper advertisements. It was 
believed likely that Dr. 
Mattson 


would have paid the ransom had 
not the body been found.
